DELTA  BY-LAWS. 


DOG  TAX  BY-LAW,  1S96. 


WHEREAS  it  is  necessary  and  expedient  to  estab- 
lish a Dog  Tax  By-law  within  the  Corporation 
of  Delta  : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  hy  the  Reeve  and  Council  of 
the  Corporation  of  Delta  as  follows  : — 

Every  person  being  the  owner,  possessor  or  harborer 
of  any  dog  or  bitch  running  at  large  within  the  limits 
of  the  Corporation  of  Delta,  shall,  before  the  10th  day 
of  January  in  each  year,  pay  to  the  Collector  or  to  any 
person  duly  authorised  by  the  Council  to  receive  the 
same,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  dollars  for  every  such  dog, 
and  two  (2)  dollars  for  every  such  bitch,  to  and  for  the 
use  of  the  Corporation  of  the  said  Municipality,  and  on 
payment  of  such  tax  the  person  so  paying  shall  receive 
from  the  Collector  or  other  person  receiving  the  same, 
a paper  receipt  therefor  and  a metal  tag  having 
stamped  thereon  a number,  and  being  of  such  form  or 
so  marked  as  to  distinguish  it  as  a tag  for  the  current 
year. 
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Every  person  receiving  a tag  as  provided  in  the  pre- 
ceding section,  shall  cause  the  same  to  he  securely 
attached  to  the  dog  or  bitch  in  respect  to  which  it  has 
been  granted,  by  means  of  a collar  fastened  about  the 
neck  of  such  dog  or  bitch,  and  no  person  shall  after 
the  10th  day  of  January  in  any  year,  permit  any  dog 
or  bitch  of  which  he  is  the  owner,  possessor  or  bar- 
borer  to  run  at  large  within  the  Corporation  unless 
such  dog  or  bitch  has  attached  about  its  neck  the 
metal  tag  herein  provided  for.

There  shall  be  a pound  for  dogs  established  within 
Corpoiation  limits,  and  any  police  officer,  or  any 
officer  of  the  Corporation  or  other  person  authorised 
by  the  Reeve,  may  seize  any  dog  or  bitch  running  at 
large  without  having  attached  to  it  a metal  tag  as 
herein  provided,  and  may  deliver  such  dog  or  bitch  to 
the  Poundkeeper,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Poundkeeper  to  receive  such  dog  or  bitch  and  detain 
the  same  for  48  hours  unless  it  be  sooner  redeemed. 
During  the  period  of  detention  every  such  dog  or  bitch 
shall  be  supplied  with  a sufficient  quantity  of  food  and 
water,  and  if  such  dog  or  bitch  he  not  redeemed  within 
48  hours,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Poundkeeper  to 
kill  such  dog  or  bitch  or  sell  the  same  to  any  person 
for  the  highest  sum.  he  can  obtain,  and  after  deducting 
the  tax  and  expense  of  sale,  and  all  other  expenses 
incurred  in  the  seizure  and  maintenance  of  such  dog 
or  bitch  pay  the  balance  if  any  into  the  Corporation 
Treasury. 

The  owner,  possessor  or  harborer  of  any  dog  or  bitch 
impounded  under  this  by-law  may  reclaim  the  same  on 
application  to  the  Poundkeeper,  and  on  proof  of  owner- 
ship and  payment  of  the  sum  of  two  (2)  dollars  together 
with  the  Corporation  tax  and  all  expenses  incurred  in 
impounding  and  maintaining  such  dog  or  bitch. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Poundkeeper  to  keep  a 
book  in  which  he  shall  enter  and  describe  every  dog 
or  other  animal  received  by  him  as  Poundkeeper,  the 
date  when  received,  the  name  of  the  person  by  whom 
delivered,  and  the  manner  in  which  sueh  dog  or  other 
animal  has  been  disposed  of,  and  any  other  particulars 
required  by  the  Council,  and  a similar  book  shall  be 
kept  and  exposed  at  the  Clerk’s  Office,  Ladner,  for 
inspection. 

It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  bitch  to  run  at  large 
within  the  limits  of  the  Corporation  while  in  heat,  and 
any  such  bitch  may  be  impounded  by  any  officer  of 
the  Corporation  or  other  person  whether  it  has  attached 
to  it  the  Corporation  tag  or  not,  and  after  having  been 
so  impounded  such  bitch  shall  be  redeemed  or  disposed 
of  in  the  manner  provided  in  the  preceding  section  ;

VANCOUVER  CITY  BY-LAWS. 

BY-LAW  No.  266. 


A By-Law  to  amend  By-Law  No.  181,  being  the 
Lire  Limit  By-Law. 

WHEREAS  it  is  deemed  expedient  in  the  interest, 
of  the  City  that  the  Fire  Limit  By-Law  should 
be  amended; 

Therefore  be  it  enacted  by  the  Mayor  and  Council 
in  open  meeting  assembled:— 

1.  Section  11  of  the  said  By-Law  is  hereby  repealed 
and  the  following  substituted  in  lieu  thereof: — “Sub- 
ject to  approval  in  writing  of  the  Board  of  Works,  as, 
to  location,  sheds  not  to  exceed  twelve  feet  in  height 
at  the  peak,  or  highest  part  thereof,  with  a roof  slop- 
ing one  way  and  one  or  more  sides  entirely  open,  and 
with  a depth  not  exceeding  ten  feet  and  a lengl1'  not 
exceeding  fifteen  feet,  may  be  constructed  of  wood. 
No  such  shed  so  constructed  shall  be  at  any  time 
partitioned  off  in  compartments  with  partitions  of  a 
greater  heighth  than  eight  feet,  or  closed  in  on  the 
open  side,  or  used  as  a dwelling  place  or  store,  but  all 
depositories  for  ashes  within  or  without  the  fire  limits 
shall  be  built  of  brick  or  other  fire-proof  materials 
without  wood  in  any  part  thereof.  ”
